The 
sunin now obtained for the works of cer- 
tain artists whose names happen to be 
fashionable, are really astounding. Meis- 
sonrfer receives more for his pictures, 
their small size being taken into con- 
sideration, than any other lidng artist, 
and yet it would be difficult to say 
wherein his great superiority consists, j 
Undoubtedly h:s coloring is very bril- 
liant and harmonious, his drawing won- 
derfully correct, and the expression 
truthful, and further, his figures are all, 
or nearly all, typical ones: but take a 
few of the works of this artist, which 
have been sold in this market during 
the last three or four years. There is 
cue now on view here, or was recently, 
for -which we are told tho owner, who 
does not desire to sell, could readily ob- 
tain $5,000, and perhaps more. It is a 
figure of a man smoking, a hostler or a 
soldier in undress. But what, iu the 
name of wonder, is there in this work to 
represent a value of $5,000;- It eoulJ 
not nave cost tho artist one half the 
thought which Vibert must have expend- [ 
ed on his "Theological Dispute," or; 
Details on "The Review," or even Cas- j 
tres on the little, unpretending compo- 
sition representing a monk and his 
ass alarmed by a tamo bear. Yet the 
three together, we believe, could be pur- 
chased for less than half the price at 
•which the Meissonnier is rated. 
There 


is, too, a small, slight sketch by Fortuny 
(recently deceased1), for which the own- 
er has been offerer!, so the rumor runs,
